Allowable Subject Matter 

Pending Claims 24-26 and 30-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art for the instant claim(s) is Matkovich et al (US 4,797,259). Matkovich does not 
teach forming troughs to contain the adhesive in the well bottom surface, or providing 
cuts in the membrane to seal through the membrane to prevent cross talk as in the 
instant claim(s). These improvements are deemed not obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art.
